The Soviet Union had poured an enormous and unprec- 
edented effort into those Games. They were to be the 
ultimate demonstration of Soviet achievement, a display 
of organization and precision that no capitalist city could 
ever match, all laid out before hundreds of thousands erf 
visitors and millions of television viewers. 

How much moDCT was spent is not known. Many new 
sports and housing facilities were erected. Neighborhoods 
were rebuilt and log villages were razed. 

A new airport terminal was ordered from West Germa- 
ny. Pepsi Cola stands were put in the streets, American 
Express and major airlines were given street-level offices, 
automatic international telephone-dialing facilities were 
installed, millions of Russians were barred from entering 
Moscow while hundreds of thousands of security men and 
tons' of food were imparted tfto the capitaL It was an 
effort for which virtually the enure nation was mobilized.

The adversary is not only the ferocity of nature, but 
man and the animals he has brought to the desert as the 
only means of subsistence on largely imcul livable land. 

At the government’s Central And Zone Research Insti- 
tute here, scientists said that there is little evidence to 
suggest the Rtgasthan Desert is encroaching on fertile, 
cultivated land adjacent to it 
But they warned that the potentially useful arid land is 
rapidly deteriorating into unrecoverable wasteland, 
which, in effect, is a spread of tbe desert 
“Tl te human and livestock populations are constantly 
putting pressure oa the ecology of the desert,” said SJP. 
Malhotra, an institute sociologist 
In 1901, he said, the population of the western Raja- 
sthan Desert was 3.4 mflhon, growing to more than 5 
miHion by 1941 and to 13.4 million by 1981. As inhospita- 
ble as h is, the desert is Occupied by 120 people to the 
square mile, as compared with the 10 people per square 
m3e average for most of the world’s deserts. 

With tbe increased population came an increase in 
livestock, which rose from lOtmUtouin 1951 to nearly 20 
million in 1972 and an estimated 25 million today, mostly 
goats that roam flee in the desert and strip bare whatever 
vegetation they can find. 

The herds of desert nomads — constantly in scan* of 
fodder and meager water supplies —have wreaked havoc 
with the scrub bushes and trees that deter wind erosion, 
Mr. Malhotra raid. 

Tire government is tiring to persuade the nomads to 
cultivate land newly irrigated by the 400-stile (650-JriJo- 


meter) Rajasthan Canal as well as concentrating on “sand 
dune stabilization” by afforestation and grasslands devel- 
opment. 

A.L. Tak, deputy conservator of the Rajasthan Desert 
Afforestation and Pasture Development Project, said that 
trees are the cheapest and most effective way to prevent 
sand dunes shifting during sandstorms. 

Government conservationists fan out through the desert 
during the brief monsoon rainy season, planting wind- 
breaks of a sturdy desert tree caned acacia tortillas, which 
was imported from Israel in the early 1950s.

While livestock generally do not like the thorny bushes 
and trees that the conservationists use, the work is compli- 
cated by the fact that desert dwellers use the newly planted 
vegetation for cooking fuel or in the construction of 
thatched huts.

WASHINGTON — Congress 
should take steps to improve some

senior officers, according to a re- 
port prepared by toe General Ac- 
counting Office, the investigative 
arm of Congress. 

The report, released May 3, said 
the Foreign Service has made pro- 
gress in carrying out a 1980 law 
intended to improve U.S. diplo- 
matic personnel policies. It singled 
out toe development of new bene- 
fits for the Foreign Service, the es- 
tablishment of a new pay system 
and a reduction in toe number of 
personnel categories. 

“A number of actions taken have 
improved the morale of Foreign 
Service members and their families 
and streamlined toe Foreign Ser- 
vice personnel system," said toe 
report, which was requested by 
Senator Charles H. Petty, an Illi- 
nois Republican and chair man of 
toe Foreign Relations Committee. 

The 1980 act covered about 
14,000 employees at toe State, Ag- 
riculture and Commerce depart- 
ments, the Agency of International 
Development, the UjS. Informa- 
tion Agency, the Peace Corps and 


toe Arms Control and Disarma- 
ment Agency. 

The report said certain -Foreign 
Service personnel problems deserve 
more attention. The promotion o T 
tuo many people to upper grades 
before 1980, it said, presented a 
continuing problem, despite For- 
eign Service efforts to deal with toe 
situation. The surplus, it said, was 
due to political appointments, a 
low attrition rate, a large number of 
promotions and employees who 
want to remain in Washington for 
social and economic reasons. 

In April 1983, for example 65 
senior officers were considered 
"surplus," meaning there was no 
designated slot for them. That 
□umber generally ranges from 30 to 
70 officers. Die State Department 
said such officers perform valuable 
functions by undertaking tasks for 
which no job was assigned. 

In September 1983, toe report 
said, 32 percent of toe ambassadors 
were Reagan administration ap- 
pointees, toe highest level since 
1971, when 34 percent were non- 
career ambassadors.

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Moscow Settles the Score 


No matter how rarionafand, the Soviet wifo- 
drawal from the Los Angeles Olympics is 
nothing more than paying America back in 
kind (or its boycott of the 1980 Games in 
Moscow. This joust has now deprived what 
amounts to a whole athletic generation of truly 
Olympic tests. It has also proved that if the 
modern Games are to continue, their fonn and 
location needs to be thoroughly rethought 
The American boycott, as intended, was a 
devastating blow to Soviet pride. It was a 
dramatic protest against the Soviet invasion of 
Afghanistan just when the Russians were hop- 
ing to be (he center of the world's respectful 
attention. After the withdrawal of the United 
States and nearly 60 countries that were per- 
suaded to follow its lead, the Moscow Games 
could not be a test of who was best Now the 
Los Angeles Games win not be either. 

The Russians, for whom athletic prowess is 
a keen national concern, were favored to take 
home a bucket of medals for gymnastics, 
swimming, weight-lifting, pole-vaulting and 
perhaps basketball, fencing and rowing. Hast 
Germany, which surely feds bound to follow 
Moscow, might have won even more. That is 
why no one really thought the Soviet Union 
would pull out, despite recent vague com- 
plaints of inadequate security and American 
violations of die Olympic chart ex. Pride, and 
distaste for Ronald Reagan, prevailed. 

He apriliug of two successive Sommer 
Olympics by the superpowers, and the previ- 
ous boycott by black Africans, starkly reveal 
the tension that always surrounds the Games 
— between nationalistic purpose and individ- 
ual achievement. It also casts new doubt an the 
wisdom of shifting the Games from erne coun- 
try to another every four years. 

There is nothing wrong with evtsy nation 
cheering its athletes, and working hard to 


prepare the best for the Olympics. But it has 
always been unhealthy to score their triumphs 
as national victories, as if the nations were 
equal contenders, rad to bathe the athletes in 
national n* g n and anthems . 

The main political burden of the Games, as 
is now evident, has been the idea that they 
confer honor on the host government. Getting 
the whole world to agree on candidates for 
sudi respect is a formidable task. The choice 
for 1988 is South Korea. Who knows how the 
Communist nations mil fed about performing 
there? As we commented four years ago, the 
Olympics need a angle, permanent tile. We 
can think of no better place than Greece, 
where the Games began in the eighth century 
B.C. and were staged without interruption, for 
a anDariam. Indeed, wars were suspended in 
that era so that the athletes could take time 
off and compete in safety. 

The International Olympic Committee has 
its hands full trying to salvage something in 
Los Angeles. But its next task is to face up to 
these permanent strains and propose sweeping 
refdrms. Betides the excesses of nationalism, it 
needs to re-examine the alleged “amateur” 
status of competitors and the prohibition on 
professionals. The construction monies that 
could be saved by ending the rotation of sites 
could be devoted to helping individual athletes 
and curbing the meet flagrant commercialism. 

There is no point pretending that nothing 
much has been lost this year. The Russians 
have spoiled promising Olympics with calcu- 
lated of ect, and with nothing like the provoca- 
tion to which America reacted four years ago. 
The Games will be restored to their former 
glory and significance only if they are returned 
to a single, neutral arena, where sport and 
athletic achievement can truly be supreme.

Reagan’s Deal With China 


The specific provisions of President Rea- 
gan's nuclear agreement with Chhm are beem- 
ning to emerge, and they are not reassuring. 
For the crucial pledge not to help other coun- 
tries build nuclear weapons, rite United Stales 
appears to be relying on Premier Zhao 25- 
yang’s oral promise at a White House darner 
last winter. Defenders of the Reagan adminis- 
tration say that there is more to it than that, 
but the administration's refusal to publish the 
text is an invitation to skepticism. It says It 
never makes this land of agreement public 
until the text has gone through various govern- 
ment agencies for review. But since the presi- 
dent has already identified himself with the 
agreement, enthusiastically and publicly, it is 
hard to drink drat any review within the ad- 
ministration will produce modi but approval 
A more searching examination win begin nott 
week with the congressional hearings. 

The real test of this agreement is whether it 
strengthens or weakens the worldwide system 
of commitments that restrain the spread of 
nudear weapons. Hie Chinese, who have had 
the nuclear bomb rince 1964, are widely sus- 
pected of having given help to Pakistan m the 
recent past in its own obsessive efforts to build 
one. List January Premier Zhao said that “we 


do not” — = present tense — provide that kind 
of akL On American inquiry, the Chinese gov- 
ernment is reported to have said that present 
tense also means future tense. That is better 
than nothing, but not by much. 

He case for this agreement deserves careful 
consideration. It argues that, whatever the 
legal defects, this undertaking would pat Chi- 
na under much mote significant restraints than 
it has ever acknowledged before. China is 
already capable of spreading nuclear danger 
much more widely through the world, if it 
should choose to use its present technology to 
build a network of alliances and clients 
through the underdeveloped countries. Any 
progress in drawing China into the nonprolif- 
eration system is to be welcomed. 

But against that advantage you have to 
weigh the consequences of one highly viable 
example of weak and defective controls. He 
Uni led States in the future wiO never be able 
to extract more rigorous conditions from any 
ocher country than those for which it settles 
now in the Chinese care National pride, if 
nothing more substantial will predude it. 
In this delicate diplomacy, one truly bad pre- 
cedent could be a catastrophe.

The Soviet boycott is not retaliation for the 
boycott of the 1980 Moscow Olympics or- 
dered by President Carter, nor a sign of an 
overall deterioration in U.S. -Soviet relations. 
The Russians are not coming to Los Angdes 
because it is not in their interest to come. 
The boycott is a pre-emptive strike to avert 

defections and to avoid, daily exposure to 
protest demonstrations in Los Angdes. The 
reason for the Russians’ h esitatio n in 
this step whs that, since the death of President 
Yuri Andropov, no one individual or faction 
in the Soviet hierarchy has sufficient author- 
ity to make a speedy decision. 

If there w ere defections in Los Angeles, 
nobody would believe a Soviet story that tire 
CIA bad seduced the possible defectors, or 
that (hey had been drugged. 

An even worse propaganda defeat would 
result if Soviet officials were permitted to 
interview a defector and he or she still refused 
to go home, ignoring threats to the hostages 
— the relatives — they left behind. 

C ommunis t countries mpst worry about 
defectors. No Western democracy bears that 
problem. He United States, Britain, Canada, 
France and the other democracies have trou- 
ble keeping people out. 

The Soviets built the Berlin Wall, to keep 
the East Goman people inside. The KGb 
guards on Russia’s borders are there mainly 
to prevent Soviet citizens from ratting out 
Few, if any. countries have such strict and 
inhuman restrictions on emigration as the 
Soviet Union, despite their agreement to the 
Helsinki human rights accords. 

The Soviets had reason to worry about 
Olympic defectors. Los Angdes; as Soviet 
citizens know, means Hollywood glamour

Of course, because 
of the threat from our neighbor and 
the fear in the United States pf Soviet 
expansion, we share a common inter- 
est in security matters. But dot is not 
a good enough basis for an enduring 
relationship.

It should include social, cul- 
tural and economic exchanges." 

While he was pleased with his visit 
to America, he frit a bit frustrated 
over the lack erf time to stress certain 
fundamental points to Americans. 
The first was the success erf China’s 
agricultural reforms and their exten- 
sion to urban areas — all based on a 
contract system that lets families and 
small groups of entrepreneurs con- 
tract to produce an aarsed amount of 
goods for the state, mole keeping the 
rest for themselves as income. 

For China such changes arc far 
mare sweeping than tiuy sound.

On May 2, 1968, more than 500 students staged a sit-in at the 
Sorbonne University in Paris to protest disdplinaryrmxeedings at 
Nanterre against Mr. Cohn-Bcndit and seven others. Toe sit-in turned 
into street fighting with riot police. 

As student riots spread and workers held a national strike, the 
French government banned Mr. Cohn-Bendit as an “undesirable.” 

The ban was not lifted until December 25178 after a front-page 
appeal by the writer and philosopher Jean-Paul Sartre in the Paris 
newspaper Le Monde.

WASHINGTON —The Federal 
Bureau of Investigation is investi- 
gating whether Libya has tried to 
influence US. domestic affairs ille- 
gally by giving money and other 
assistance to some blade communi- 
ty activists and black nationalist 
groups, according to U-S-govern- 

ment officials. 

The officials, who declined to be 
identified, said the investigation 
grew out of dose FBI surveillance 
of Libya's United Nations mission 
in New York. 

They said that the surveillance 
began in 1981, after U5. security 
officials received reports of apossi- 
ble Libyan-inspired assassination 
plot against the U.S. ambassador to 
the United Nations. Jeane J. Kirk- 
patrick. Libya's UN mission was 
headed until early last month by 
Ali Trefld, who is now foreign min- 
ister. 

The FBI has evidence that Mr. 
Trdki was using the mission to 
money to blade activists who ex- 
hibited sympathy for Libya's sup- 
port of Third World revolutionary 
movements, the officials said. 
However, they did not identify in- 
dividuals or organizations that re- 
ceived money. 

It is permissible and not uncom- 
mon for foreign governments to 
donate money to U.S. organiza- 
tions if the funds are given openly 
for educational, cultural or philan- 
thropic purposes. 

However, the Foreign Agents 
Registration Act requires individ- 
uals or groups receiving money 
from a foreign government to regis- 
ter with the Department of Justice 
if the funds are used to influence 
U.S. policy for the benefit of the 
donating nation. 

Robert W. Thabit, a New York 
lawyer who is the legal adviser to 
Libya's UN mission, said Monday 
that Libyan officials had assured 
him that their rep resentativ es had 
“no intention of violating the laws 
of the United States or of trying to 
affect internal domestic policies.”

LONDON — The bullets (hat 
killed a policewoman and wounded 
1 1 Libyan dissidents outside Lib- 
ya's embassy on April 17 probably 
came from two guns firing simulta- 
neously from separate windows of 
the building, police said Wednes- 
day. 

Testifying at the inquest into the 
death of Constable Yvonne Fletch- 
er, a police forensics expert said 
that 12 bullets were found outside 
the mansion in Sl James’s Square 
and that it was probable three of 
them were from a second gun. 

Another forensics specialist told 
the coroner's court he found gun- 
powder traces on curtains of two 
windows of the embassy building. 

Libya contends that the gunfire 
came from the police and was part 
of an armed assault on the embas- 
sy, called the People's Bureau. But 
toe coroner s jury was shown a vid- 
eotape of toe shooting that clearly 
showed otherwise. 

A witness also told the oourt that 
police were warned that there were 
guns inside the embassy. John Sul- 
livan said be was erecting police 
barriers when a man who had 


emerged from the embassy pointed 
to the barriers and said; “We have 
guru here. There’s going to be fight- 
ing here today.”

US. Industry Finally Looks at Japan 

Roots of Ignorance lie in Not-Invented-Here Syndrome

TOKYO — Companies and government in the 
United States, after years of paying scant attention 
to Japanese technological developments, are now 
steppmg op their efforts to monitor Japanese ad- 
vances. 

The new efforts stem from a growing belief 
among US. technology experts that the lack of 
knowledge resulting from tne failure to watch such 
Japanese advances has put the United States at a 
disadvantage in the growing competition between 
the two countries in snch emerging fields as elec- 
tnxrics and biotechnology. 

“It’s almost beyond the realm of imagination 
that companies in the Urn led States don’t keep 
tabs on what's being done by then' competitors/* 
said Jack L. Osborn, executive managing director 
for Asian operations for TRW Inc. and former 


economic attach^ for high technology at the U.S. 
Embassy here. “But American co m p an i e s are not 
keeping tabs on the Japanese competition to the 
level the threat warrants.” 

When UJS. technologists do visit Japan, they are 
frequently surprised by the extent and sophistica- 
tion of the work being done. 

“I most admit that while I was well informed 
before visiting here, what 1 have seen since I came 
here almost frightens me," said Roman J. Wasi- 
tewslti, an expert in advanred new materials who is 
surveying Japanese work in that field for the Na- 
tional Science Foundation.

Meanwhile, Treasury Secretary 
Donald T. Regan stepped up his 
criticism of the Fed, blaming it for 
this week’s increase in the commer- 
cial bank leading rate to 12 Vi p 
cent from 12 percent. As recentfy as 
last Sunday in a television inter 
view, Mr. Regan had said that Fed 
policies were in line with adminis- 
tration expectations. 

On Tuesday, the main White 
House spokesman, Larry M. 
Speakes, blamed the Fed for the 
rise in interest rates and said the 
central bank was not providing en- 
ough money to ensure economic 
growth. 


But Mr. Feldstein, who has re-

IG MetaU, representing 27 mil- 
lion workers in the critical steel, 
engineering and automobile indus- 
tries, will determine Thursday af- 
ternoon at an executive board 
meeting here when and where 
strikes in support of a 35-hour 
workweek wifi be held in the two 
regions around Stuttgart and 
Frankfort tint this week have indi- 
cated more than 75-percent sup- 
port for the walkout 
“We are apt to see the strongest 
confrontation between labor and 
industry in the Federal Republic’s 
history” said an IG MetaU spokes- 
man in an interview. Another 
union official said that it was cer- 
tain that the s trike proposal was 
endorsed by 75 to 80 percent of the 
workers who voted Tuesday and 
Wednesday. 

With the nation braced for a mil- 
itant campaign by the metal work- 
ers, fear grew among industry and 
government circles here that the 
strike could have a crippling effect 
on West Germany’s modest eco- 
nomic recovery. 

Seen as particularly vulnerable 
to the strike are the anto and heavy 
machinery industries. Companies 
such as Daimler-Benz, Porsche, 
Audi, Opel and Bosch are concen-

Still, most U.S. experts say too 
little is being done. The Boston 
Consulting Group, for instance, 
found that of 12 major foreign 
companies it interviewed recently, 
only four actively followed Japa- 
nese technology. Experts say that if 
U.S. industry falls to keep trade of 
Japanese technological progress, 
Japanese companies will leap 
ahead of the Americans before they 
realize it. 

“We will continue to be caught 
by surprise as we were in the steel 
industry, the automobile industry, 
and the consumer electronics in- 
dustry,” said John A. Alic, a pro- 
ject manager for the Office of Tech- 
nology Assessment in Washington, 
who has done same studies of Japa- 
nese technology. 

One of the major reasons for the 
failure to watch the Japanese is that 
Americans have long been the lead- 
ers in technology and suffer from 
what is known as the not-invemed- 
here syndrome, the belief that work 
done- by others is not important 
''Alniost without exception,. U.S.-!' 
tednidlog/ experts stationed here/ 
say~their colleagues in the United. 
States seriously underestimate the 
Japanese accomplishments. 

‘There is a great gulf of willing-

PARIS — The Paribas financial 
holding company said on Wednes- 
day that it has regained control 
over its Swiss banking af filiate, 
which it lost during a takeover in 
October 1981 by Pargesa Holding, 
a Geneva-based holding company. 

The 1981 acquisition of a 58-8- 
percent interest in Paribas by Par- 
gesa had angered the Socialist gov- 
ernment. 

The government viewed the 
move as a deliberate attempt by the 
Paribas management to circumvent 
the effort to nationalize leading 
banks,, indiuinig Paribas, which 
woundup with a 40-percent stiSe 
in ParibaSfiuisse, its Swiss affiliate. 
That was gradually increased to 
47.5 percent. 

As a result of the latest move, 
Paribas winds op with about 70- 
percent shareholding in Paribas 
Suisse by virtue of purchasing 223 
percent from Pargesa for an undis- 
closed amount. Pargesa win retain 
23 percent, the.Groupe Bruxelles 
Lambert will obtain 3 percent from 
Pargesa, and less than 2 percent of 
the shares will remain in public 
bands. 

Prior to the nationalizations. 
Paribas controlled about 63 per- 
cent of its Suisse affiliate, which 
sources dose to the bank described 
as “a highly succesful offshore op- 
eration, with considerable interests 
inofl.” 

The French government ap- 
proved the move to reaquirc con- 
trol of the Swiss affiliate, partly to 
affirm the “cohe sio n and imager of 
the Paribas group, the sources said. 


In a related move on Wednesday, 
the board of the unit in Geneva 
announced that its management 
would be placed under Christian 
Weyer, previously deputy general 
manager, and Jean-Paul Rambaud, 
previously in charge of coordinat- 
ing international relations for the 
bank in Paris.

Michel, who for 13 years headed 
the affiliate’s development. 

Another major reason for the 
move, according to sources dose to 
Paribas, was that Pargesa felt limit- 
ed in its ability to expand in 
France, and the fact that under its 
original agreement with Paribas it 
teoilld hot sell its interesTtoan erfit- 
side party. “Much of the motiva- 
tion fra the reacqtdsition came 
from those in Pargesa, who have 
always been friendly to Paribas,” 
one of the sources said.

XThe Observer of London, has given os a 
richly detailed, historically acute, aesthetically 
insightful biography of the conductor Otto 
Klemperer. It is so rich, in fact, that at nearly 


the story, the second part win not be coming 
for many years. 

One might fear that the really lively material 
would await the second volume. It was only 
after 1933, when Klemperer had fled Nazi 
Germany, that (he drama of his life insofar as 
most of his latter-day admirers know h really 
began. It was then that he became conductor of 
the Los Angeles Philharmonic, in the heart of 
the Southern California German cultural com- 
munity in exile; that he had surgery for a brain 
tumor and was forced to prove Ins sanity by 
fleeing a mental institution and promoting his 
own conceits; that he slipped farther and far- 
ther into obscurity, conducting in East Berlin 
and Budapest, and that, finally, he was wel- 
comed into the pantheon of the master conduc- 
tors by the British musical community in the 
1950s and 1960s. Klemperer died in 1973.

His study is at hs very best, however, in tl 
description of the KroH Opera in Berlin, wfak 
Kle m perer helped found and which he led ov 
its entire existence, from 1927 to 1931. Tl 1

Kate Nelligan and the Ghost in O’Neill’s 'Moon’

N EW YORK — There is a 
moment in “A Moon for the 

Misbegotten” when James Ty- 
rone Jr.’s gaze goes blank. He has 
just seen, either genuinely or met- 
aphorically, a ghost. And as Josie 
Hogan, his companion imtW the 
moon, tells trim, “It’s the worst 
ghost of all, your own." 

The plays of Eugene CTNefll 
are nothing if not the convergence 
of phantoms, the forces and mem- 
ories that bedeviled the play- 
wright. The production of “A 
*Moon for the Misbegotten” that 
opened recently, starring Kate 
Nelligan and Ian Bannen and di- 
rected by David Leveaux, seems 
especially shadowed. There are, 
of course, the ghosts in the play 
itself, of O’Neill, his wife, Cariot- 
ta, and his brother Jamie. There is 
the specter of the 1973 revival of 
“Moot” with Jason Robards Jr. 
and Colleen Dewhurst, one of 
those productions that has taken 
on almost mythic stature. And 
there is the ghost that Nelligan 
unexpectedly encountered in 
playing Jose, the ghost of ha 
alcoholic mother. 

For Nelligan, the themes of sin 
and forgiveness in “Moon” 
dredged up her family life in Lon- 
don, Ontario. Just as Josie Hogan 
gives the drunken and embittered 
Tyrone one night of redemption 
beneath die moon, just as O'Neill 
wrote the play to seek absolution 
for leaving Jamie alone to buy 
their mother and for ignoring his 
brother’s pathetic last letters from 
a sanitarium, so is Nelligan now 
giving the woman she last saw 
when she committed her to a 
mental hospital 12 years ago. 

’It didn’t occur to me why I 
was doing this play when I took 
it,” Nelligan said. “I thought, 
*WeU, I ought to do something oig 
after “Plenty .” Do a classic, mow 
my range.’ And then we started 
rehearsing and 1 was in the room 
with that, that thing, and I real- 
ized, ‘My God, this is why I’ve 
done it’ I thought, T wasn’t there 
when my mother died and when 1 
play these scenes, I send my for- 
giveness to ha.’ I am tortured 
every night. I shed real tears evoy 
night.” 

Like CTNefll Nelligan looks 
back with both charity and rage. 
One side of her mother was the 
self-reliant woman who left home 


at 13, pul bersdf through college, 
became a teacher, instilled excel- 
lence in her five children and, as 
an adult, studied for a graduate 
degree. The other sde of Mix. 
Ndligan — whose name hap- 
pened to be Josephine, Josie for 
short — was anger, alcohol and a 
sense of competition with her 
children. 

Nelligan became aware of the 
drinking when she was 10 years 
old. She had driven with her fa- 
ther to pick up her mother after 
an evening examination at col- 
lege. Josephine Ndligan got into 
the car with ha hands shaking — 
as Tyrone's hands shake before 
Josie gives him a drink, as 
O'Neills hands shook on the 
mornings after his benders — and 
ha husband, Patrick, passed her a 
bottle. 

“I didn't know anything about 
liquor then,” Ndligan said. “I just 
sensed something was wrong.” In 
the years after, she beard the ar- 
guments and excuses and found 
the hidden bottles. At one {Mint, 
ha mother set fire to the house. 
Nelligan left home, on the pretext 
of a college scholarship, at 16. 
Two yean lata she moved to En- 
gland, embarking oO an acting 
career that inspired pride and 
jealousy in ha mother. 

“The last time 1 saw my moth- 
er," NeIHgan said, “I baa come 
home from England for the sum- 
mer to take care of my father, 
who’d had a heart attack. One day 
I was siting In a chair , looking 
out the window, when I felt this 
terrible blow. My mother had tak- 
en this great, heavy glass vase and 

clouted me from bemud. It burst 
my eardrum and there was blood 
coming ouL I shoved ha back 
in loa chair and I ran to the hospi- 
tal. When I got back borne. I 
asked my mother if she would go 
into a hospital. She said she 
would. 

“And they took ha away and 
that’s the last time I saw ha. Two 
years lata she was dead. And 
after the funeral we were finding 
bottles bidden in the bouse from 
God knows when. When people 
drink like she did, they want to be 
forgiven by their families, and 
their families can’t forgive them 
because of the damage they've 
done to the family. But after 
they’re dead, you realize all they, 
wanted was a decent death. . . . 
The last two lines of the play —

•May you have your wish and die 
in your sleep soon, Jim, darling. 
May you rest forever in forgive- 
ness aod peace’ — 1 send out into 
the air for my mother." 

The role of Josie is one of the 
most complex in O’Neill, because 
it embodies the playwright’s al- 
most contradictory expectations 
of women: to be leva and moth- 
er. virgin and whore. In Josie 
there are parts of Cariotta and of 
Christine EU, a cook and some- 
time actress ai the Provincetown 
Playhouse and an occasional lov- 
er of 0*NeflTs. The playwright 
once referred to EU as ‘The female 
Christ” and he often called Car- 
iotta “Mama.” 

Ell, a tall, wid shipped, buxom 
woman, may have inspired 
(TNeiU’s famous and confound- 
ing physical description of Josie: 
“She is so oversize for a woman 
that she is almost a freak — five 
feet eleven in ha stockings and 


weighs about one hundred and 
eighty [81 kilograms}. . . . She is 
more powerful than any but an 
exceptionally strong man. . . . 
Bnt there is no mannish quality 
about ha. She is all woman.” 

O'Neill was so serious — or so 
obsessed — about Jose’s phy- 
sique that he implored Mary 
Welch, who played tbe part in the 
original production in 1947, to 
put on untight Ndligan, it is in- 
stantly evident, does not fill the 
literal hOL She is Stoot-7 (1.71 
meters) and lithe. She is making a 
few concessions, donning a wig 
and wearing breast padding. But 
Josie’s physiology is less impor- 
tant to ha than the psychology. 

Part of the attraction of playing 
Josie to Ndligan was the very 
improbability. “I said to myself, 
‘Nobody will believe I can do this. 
So I most do tins.' I'm often hired 
to play from the eyebrows up — 
intellectual and confident peo- 
ple.” The most recent example 


came on Broadway last year as 
Susan Ttahernc, the dtsBoskaed 
wife of a British diplomat in Da- 
vid Hare’s “Plenty.” Ndligan 
wo a Tony narmMtot far the 
ndt 

She built ha reputation in En- 
gland (many theatosoers assume 
she is English) in theLondon pro- 
-doction of “Ptaty” and in several 
seasons with , the National The- 
ater, where ha parts inclnded H- 
lie Dunn in “Heartbreak House." 
She moved io Los Angdes in the 
late 1970s, but found it diffiorlt 
breaking into films and later con- 
fessed she was. dose to leaving 
acting before the American ver- 
sion of “Plenty” abruptly devat- 
ed her toward stardom. 

■ ‘Startfing Transformation’ 

Frank Rick of The New York 
Times, renewing “A Moon for the 
Misbegotten , " writes: 

NeHigan’s high, flat forehead 
suggests a heritage more Cro-Ma- 
gnon than aristocratic, and her 
eyebrows are dock and rannnfoh- 
Her greasy, matted mane of au- 
burn hair is tucked behind large 
pink ears. When the actress 
speaks, ha voice matches her ap- 
pearance. But (his startling trans- 
formation is nothing compared to 
what’s to come. It's when Ndli- 
gan must tear away ha 
that we confront the 
heart of her performance — 
the crushing, primal force of 
CNefll’s masterpiece. 

Stripping down to her bare soul 
in the moonlight — to reveal her 
secret soft heart to a man for the 
first time — Nelligan’ s Josie 
glows with a madonna’s beauty as 
virginal as nature's. Then, to oar 
amazement and distress, that 
beauty vanishes as suddenly as it 
came: As tbe actress heaves and 
sobs with tbe recognition tha t her 
life's only moment of truth and 
commuman is over, we're locked 
inside CNefll’s hell 
Perhaps critics mil debate for- 
ever whether this work matches 
its two major predecessors, “The 
Iceman Cometh” and “Long 
Day’s Journey Into Night-” No 
doubt, theatergoers will also ar- 
gue whether tbe new “Moon” 
matches the landmark 1973 
Broadway production. What can 
be said with certainty is that Nd- 
ligan 's overwhelnung perfor- 
mance will be talked about as 
long as the debate goes on.
